“They usually qualify when 
they get sick and enter the 
hospital,， So _ how do you mnotify 
them that they have to go to 
location X (SFGH) for treat- 
ment?”wondered Richardi. 


TRAGEDY

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A heated 
CoOntroveIsy Over Chinatowmp 
zoning has developed recently and 
Part of the controversy coneerns 
who is fighting whom about what. 

The controversy surfaced at a 
November Planning Commission 
meeting over a proposal to build a 
12-story condominium project at 
814 Stockton St. 

QUESTIONS 

The project, being developed by 
Dick Wong of Fiory and Wong 
Architects，and president of 
Chinese Six Companies， was 
opposed by the citys Parks and 
Recreation Department， 

Department head Thomas 
Malloy told the commissioners 
that .the proposed 160-foot 
building would block a substantial 
amotunt of sunlight from reaching 
Chinese Playground (下 /W 
11724/82)， 

Wong，however，raised ques- 
tions about who is actually behind 
the opposition and why， 

At a press conference held last 
week, Wdng charged that the real 
issue was not sunlight in Chinese 
Playground,，but rather a fight 
that pits Nob Hill residents against 
the Chinatown community. 

He claimed that opposition to 
the project is part of a broad 
attempt to restrict growth and 
development in Chinatown by 
downzoning the area from a 
commercial zoning to a mixed 
residential/commercial zoning， 

HEMMED IN 

A proposal is _ currently before 
the Planning Commission to 
downzone the 800 blocks of 
Stockton amd Sacramento Streets 
The proposal is supported by the 
Parks and Recreation Dept. in 
order to prevent Chinese Play- 
ground from being hemmed in 
and shaded bytall buildqings. 

Under the present commercial 
Zzoning，the maximum allowable 
building height is 160 feet， 
However， 证 the proposal to 
downzone is passed，this height 
limit would be drastically reduced 
to 60 feet，

from Nob Hill,”:the architect 
declared.“They're acting in their 
Own selfish interests and dont 
want anyone to _ build in China- 
town because it would block their 
View， 

“They are trying to get behind 
the Parks and Recreation Dept. to 
make 让 look like the opposition 
and the proposal to downzone 
Stockton and Sacramento are 
coming from the Parks and 
Recreation Dept.，alleged Wong. 

BLOCKED 

Mel Lee，a commissioner with 
the city's Redevelopment Agency， 
supported Wong's contention , 
“Historically, the people from Nob 
Hill have enjoyed the view for the 
last 60 years and now their view 
will be blocked. ， 

“These same kind of people 
tried unsuccessfully to _ block the 
Mei Lun Yuen project. Now they 
are trying to_ use the Parks and 
Recreation Dept.， as a pawn to 
block the project and downzone 
Chinatown,” Lee suggested. 

“This is a _ community project 
and we dont want people from 
outside the community coming in 
like this,” stated the com- 
Imissioner， 5 

However，Malloy bristled at 
Suggestions that his opposition was 
connected to the concerns of Nob 
Hill residents,“The impact of the 
building on Nob Hill has 
absolutely mo' bearing，influence 
or significance on the-fact of my 
opposition , 


IMPACT 

“There may well be residents of 
Nob Hill who oppose the project 
because 让 will block their view， 
But my oppositiom is based solely 
on'the impact of the building .on 
Chinese Playground,”Malloy 
declared，noting that bis position 
has been unanimously supported 
by the Parks and Recreation 
Commission , 

“We've spent well over 
$500,000 trying to improve 
Chinese Playground. Open space 
limited in 
Chinatown and we re trying to get 
maximum use out of minimum 
space,” explained Malloy. 

“Any amount of shadow w 计 


have an adverse impact on the 


playground 一 its warmer ip the 
sun that in the shiadows,” he 
concluded. 

While insisting that the real 
jssue Was downzoning mot sun- 
light，Wong countered that the 
shadow effect was，in any case， 
minimal，affecting only a small 
ortion of the playground.

“The only time there is any 
hadow effect is in June，when the 
hadow occurs at 3: 00 rather than 

:00, and only at the north end of 
the tennis court,”he asserted . 

“And there's nothing wrong 
with shade 一 it doesnt mean you 
can't still play. Many People enjoy 
sitting in the shade when its hot , 
They're making it look like shade 
is something evil,”the architect 
observed, 

“Concerned citizens 记 China- 
town are against this attempt to 
downzone the area,”he alleged. 
“We grew up here and we know 
the conditions im Chinese 
Playground 一 they don't.”- 

Lee also stressed the com- 
munity's greater familiarity with 


Chinese Playground.“Tve Played 
in that playground since I was 12 
years old. As far as the shadow 
effect is concerned, I feel 让 would 
benegjligible,” 
ERRONEOUS 

He noted that opposition to the 
proposed building is coming from 
outside of the community，from 
Malloy and a UC Berkeley urban 
environment Specialist， Peter 
Bossell-man，who prepared slides 
for the Planning Commission 
showing how the building would 
block sunlight into- the play- 
ground:, ( 卫 /W 11/24/82)， 

“There's no protest from the 


.community because the building is 


within the height limit, ”Lee 
commented. 

Lee labelled as“absolutely er- 
IOneous” the Suggestions by 
Planning Commissioner Susan 
Bierman that the lack of 
community opposition was due to 
the fact that the project was 
backed by Six Companies， 

Agreeing with Lee， Wong 
elaborated,“She doesn't know 
who Six Companies are， We are 
the community and we represent 
the interests of the community. 
Anything we can do for the 


welfare of the community,， we do . 


让 , ”he claimed. 
FUNDAMENTAL 

Downzoning is being actively 
considered only along the 800 
blocks of Stockton and Sacra- 
mento. Wong stressed, though， 
that the issue was not simply the 
Stockton St，Pproject，but the 
broader issue of downzoning in 
general. 

“If we don't 0ppose these 
attempts, there will be no Place to 
grow and to meet the needs of 
Chinatown， 

“A _ commercial zoning doesn't 
mean there wont be any 
housing,”he said，noting that his 
project would provide some 


housing.“But people haveto have 


the choice 主 they want to put in 
housing or not， 

“This is a fundamental right the 
owner is entitled to,”declared 
Wong. “Were not fighting against 
anyone，wWe'Te fighting for our 
Tights.” 

TROUBLE 

Lee echoed Wong's words, “If 
We let it go this time，we're 
looking for trouble in the future.” 

Thus far, the proposed Stockton 
Street condominium project is the 
only building affected by the 
downzone prIoposal. If the zone is 
changed，however，Pplans to 
expand the Chinatown YMCA 
could also be affected. YMCA 
director Alan Wong offered his 
comments on the zoning contro- 
Versy， 

“Both sides have a point, he 
observed.“Open space recreation 
and light are important，but to 
Serve the young people and to 
meet the needs of Chinatown，we 
need new construction ,” 

“Both concerns are legitimate， 
Tm looking forward to an open 
discussion on the issues involved 
and_ to get the community 
involved in the debate,” com-

Refugees Less 
Now, Says UN 


UNITED NATIONS 一 The 
world is becoming less hospitable 
toward refugees,，according to UN 
High Commissioner for Refugees 
Paul Hartling. 

Some 10 million people, most in 
Africa and Asia，are seeking 
asylum after leaving their own 
countries，Hartling saidq in his 
latest annual report, 


“There are indications that 
governments in different areas of 
the world are adopting an 
increasingly restrictive appraoch 
in granting durable asylum...” 
the report said. 


He attributed this in part to the 
continuing flow of refugees， 
Which has provoked some public 
hostility， and to ， economic 
Tecession，wWhich has exacerbated 
the， view that refugees are 
Potential competitors for limited 
jobs.

In the United States，the 
detected incidence of hypertension 
is about three million persons a

Oakland Agency Teaches 
_English to Immigrants 


”ByTIM FUKAI 
OAKLAND 一 Two of the most 
Pressing Problems that newcomers 
to America often face are a 
language barrier and unemploy- 

ment. The Asian American Eng- 
lish Club of Oakland, formed over 
a year ago0, helps immigrants deal 
with these two obstacles. 

According to Ming Kwong， the 
club's founder and chief instructor 
for English as a Second Lan- 
guage ( 卫 SL) classes, the club first 
orIiginated ,as 3a special summer 
Session of an adultSL course. 

FORGET 

“The class:that I was teaching 
ended in June of 1981，and there 
Was no Summer school,”reflected 
KWwong. “Some of the students 

approached me and asked 计 工 
would teach them through the 
Summer because they were afraid 

that they would forget everything 
they had learned and be forced to 
start all over again in the fall.” 

Kwong agreed to their request， 

and the Asian American English 
Studies Club was born. The group 
immediately began holding classes 
in the Park Blvd. Presbyterian 
Church in Oakland, 

KWwong teaches ESL by the 
audiolingual methodq，also known 
as the direct method，which ， 
Unlike conventional language 
jinstruction，involves no -books or 
translation. The classes are tatught 


entirely in English，and- conver- 


sation'is heavily emphasized. 
人 of his students who had 


failed to _ learn English through 
conventional methods are pro- 
gressing rapidly with the audio- 
lingual method，he boasted. The 
majority of 必 wongs students are 
immigrants and refugees from 
Vietnam，Cambodia and Laos， 
with a few students from China， 
SELF-HELP 
， 了 However, Kwong's intentions in 
those early days were to do more 
than just teach English 

“At first, TthoughtId teach just 
like a regular school,” 玫 wong 
explained. “But then I_ decided 
that that wasn't good enough. My 
idea was to have some sort of a 
self- help commtunity organiza- 
tion that could deal with some of 
the problems that the students 
WwWere facing，such as Unemploy- 
Inent， 

“I found that most of the 
students had learned 
Eapglish as a means to an end， 
rather than an end in itself,” 
Kwong states. “They learned 
English to secure a better life 一 to 
secure financial stability. 

“TI also founad that most of them 
were either working for below- 
minimum wages QT Were 0D 
welfare,”he added. “There are 
laws against below-minimum 
wWages;'but people were just afraid 
to do anything about 让 .So，I

“TI-…was telling a friend about 
What we were trying to do,” 
"and he sug- 
gested that we start a janitorial 
Service. He pointed out to me that 
the initial investment Was not 
great and that the skills were not 
that hard to learn.” 

Hence，Kwong returned to the 
group with the idea，and they 
borrowed from some of the money 
that they had accumulated and 
started ASEC Janitorial. 

DEEPER 

ASEC Janitorial is comprised of 
Ming Kwong and sixz of his 15 
students. They “provide janitor- 
ial services on a part-time basis to 
anumber of Bay Area merchants 
and businesses，However，ac- 
cording to Kwong，the signifi- 
cance of ASEC Janitorial is much 
deeper than one might think. 

“The idea behind the business is 
not only- to give people jobs,” 
explains Kwong，butto give them 
a sense of their own self-worth. 


There are a lot of programs that: 


find people jobs. The difference is 
that the people don't have any say 
once they get the job. In our 
Situation，they become Part- 
OWmners.” 

Its a collective co-op arrange- 
ment;,”he states.“The idea is to 
give them power and a sense of 
what they can do. I couldq go out 
and find them jobs,， but there is a 
difference:”

OPTIMISTIC 

Ming Kwong was born in 
Shanghai' and has lived in the 
United States for ten years，He 
spent his senior year at Washing- 
ton High School in San Francisco， 
received his Bachelors degree in 
English from U.C. -Berkeley，and 
then his teaching credentials from 
San Francisco State University 
and the University of San 
Francisco in 1978. 

Aside from teaching four nights 
a Week for the Asian American 
English Studies Club, on a volun- 
tary basis，Kwong also teaches 
ESL for the Oakland Adult 
School. 

He states that he is optimistic 
about the future of ASEC as long 
as the janitorial service keeps 
growing and as long as there are 
people who are willing to help out 
with'the teaching，

He emphasized that ASEC is 
continually looking. for more 
volunteer teachers for the 下 SEL 
classes, new students，and also 
more jobs and projects for the 
janitorial service.

State Still Undecided

LOS ANGELES 一 The status 
of 了 qdqward Low's discrimina- 
tion case against the Southern 
District office of the State 
Department of Water Resources i 
still up in the air after more than a 
year and a half of legal actions by 
his attorneys and investigations by 
Various state agencies， 

Low, an associate engineer with 
the department，alleges that he 
has been denied promotion to the 
Tank of senior engineer because he 
is foreign born; and English is his 
second language. 

WASTING 

He also charges that the 
department did not give him the 
credit he deserved for projects he 
directed. Low claims further that 
this discrimination mnot only 
applies to himself, but to all Asian 
Americans，and especially those 
born in Asia. 


“The state is not even conscious 
of the fact 过 discriminates against 
people who are foreign born， 
wasting valuable humamn re- 
sources.,”Low declared. 

Currently， Low and his 
attorney Ronald Marks are 
awaiting a decision from the State 
Personnel Board， In October,， the 
attorneys also filed a suit in federal 
court under the Civil Rights Act of 
1964，ip the event of an adverse 
decision by the board，stated 
Marks， 

The case is difficult because the 
alleged pattern .of discrimination 
is not clear-cut， According to 
departmermit records for 1981， 
Asians made up 10% of the 
engineers at the senior level. The 
figures also show that Asians had a 
12.5% representation at .the 
highest rank of principal engineer， 

However， the number of 
foreign-born Asians in the depart- 
ment is unavailable through the 
records because no distinction is

In her investigation report, Reid 
wrote,， “ITI discovered that the 
comments regarding MT, Low's 
commtunication skills were in 
reference to his abijlity to Present 
himself orally in a clear，logical 
and concise Immanner.” 

She agrees that Low -has a good 
command of English，but that 
others have commented that he 
has a tendency to ramble in 
Presentations and to express ideas 
in an Unorganized manmner， 

However， Low and his 
attorneys question this assessment 
by the' department because his 
current job requires him to speak 
with the public at least 50% of the 
time. 

If his communication skills_are 
not g0o0d, Low asks; why does the 
agency have him in a job where so 
much of his time is spent speaking 
with the public?

engineers who were only partially

The last videotape, “Past and 
Present, ”is an overview of 
employment issues facing Asian 
American Women in the past，as 
well as today.

NON-ITRADITIONAL 

Also as part of the AWU project 
is a 150-page book Withn Si 
Wings by Elaine 了 Kim with 
Janice Otani， IThe book，divided 
into three sections，is designed to 
be used in conjunction with the 
four vidqeotapes. :

A booklet series _ entitled Dewr 
Diamne is the final producet of the 
AWU project， In a question- 
answer format, Diane Yen-Mei 
Wong clarifies the problems of 
Asian American women in their 
various roles in:school, family and 
community，The author also 
Provides possible explanations and 
solutions to these problems， 

Asian Women United has also 
ptblished bilingual versions of the 
_Dear Diane”booklets in Korean/ 
English and Chinese/English so 
that mothers and daughters may 
readq together， / 

CONFRONT 

Background information for the 
project was provided by Asian 
Inc which conducted a broad 
Survey of roughly seven hundred 
Bay Area Asian American women 
from junior high school to college 
level.， 

The questionnaire assesssed the 
aspirations and conflicts of these 
women who must often confront 
the _ cultural disparities _ between 
traditional parents and contem- 
porary American society， 

The results of this survey proved 
enjlightening to the project's staff. 
“These Women were iot as 
confused as expected. Their Asian 
awWareness Was veIy high,”said 
Fukasawa， 

“Their most common problems 
centered on communication in 
parent/daughter，Pparticularly 
mother/daughter relationships.” 

LOWER 

The results also confirmed the 
expected prevalent underemploy- 
Iment of Asian American women. 
Although highly educated as a 
group, Asian American women 
consistently ”ITeceive lower 
Positions and salaries than their 
white, black, and female counter- 
parts. AWU incorporated this 
information in creating the books 
and four videotapes. ， 

“With Silk Wings”drew from a 
Tich resource of talent withirn the 
Asian American Community.

JJACL 各 Ouest of Justfice was 
commissioned by the Satow 
Memorial Committee as a tribute 
to Mas and Chiz Satow， for their 
many years of devoted service to 
the National Japanese American 
Citizens League， 

The author, Bill Hosokawa, felt 
that the true history of JACEL 
could not be told_ unless others 
who held leadership roles were 
included-. - 

ACCOUNT 

The book is an account of the 
Japanese American :Citizens 
League 一 its origin，its trials and 
accomplishments，its_ failures，its 
triumphs，It Tecounts the great 
causes that united the organi- 
zation，as well as the disagree- 
ments and quarrels that 
threatened to destroy the organi- 
zation， 、 

,The JACL story is set in the 
social and historical milieu which 
made an organization such as 
JACL necessary. The story is not a 
“Whos Who"” of JACL leaders and 
personalities，which some readers 
may construe it to be. 

It is inevitable that names and 
personajlities must be mentioned 证 
ar-true picture of the organi- 
zation is to be told, The fall and 


Tise of the various projects carried 


out by the organization depend- 
ed upon the personalities of the 
leaders at the time the Projects 


were undertaken， 

Intelling the JACL story, many 
deserving individuals were over- 
looked，This is unfortunate，bnut 
understandable. 

FIGHT 

Despite the fact that the JACL 
Story Was dedicated to the Satows， 
it is not the Mas Satow story or his 
biography，but the story of the 
organization Which he helped to 
build and which meant so much to 
him，and to which he contri- 
buted so greatly. 

The story of JACL is told in 
chronological pattern from its first 
convention to the 25th conven- 
tion in 1980，which was the 50th 
anniversary of the organization 

The author relates the tough 
fight for acceptance of the Niseis 
and their parents，the Isseis，and 
the dissatisfaction of the young 
Nisei which led to the ultimate 
founding of an organization that 
became known as JACLEL， 

The young Niseis were moti- 
vated in the same manner which 
many of our third and fourth 
generation Japanese Americans 
are motivated today for a better， 
life, They were frustrated by their， 
inability to overcome social and 
economic discrimination based on 
Trace and by the injustice which 
prevented them from sharing the 
American dream， 


ACCOMODATED 

The author stresses through- 
out the book how the organiza-| 
tion chose to achieve its objec-| 
tives by working through 全 
system，which was part of the 
Nisei cultural upbringing， 

Hosokawa also discusses the 
strong influence of the elders and 
the large part 让 played on how the 
leaders of JACL accommodated to 
the confrontations and problems 
they faced. 

The JACL story reveals the 
tremendous number of obstacles， 
real and imaginary, thatthe Niseis 
encountered during the early 
years of the organization. 

There were a _ number of laws 
aiid various anti-oriental legisla- 
tion that were on our statute books 


that precluded the Niseis' equajity 
of opportunity in the land of their 
irth 


DEBATE 

The chapters，in this book， 
devoted to the war years， 
也 vacuation， 卫 xecutive Order 
9066, Incarceration and Post War 
years, shed a.great deal of light on 
the “whys' and hows”of the 
decisions made to cope with the 
tremendous prIoblems faced at 
that time， 


As to whether these decisions or 
Solutions were the wisest and most 
Profitable to the group, may be a 
question of considerable debate. 
Among the younger generation， 
there seems to be a vast amount of 
doubt on this point，but it is so 
|easy for those to question now the 
action of our leaders during those 
trying years， 


Unless we can place ourselves in 
the situation that existed at that 
time，with the tremendous anti- 
Japanese Sentiment，especially on 
the West Coast, it is difficult to 
make an unbiased determination 
as to whether JACL and its leaders 
made the right or wrong decisions. 


IDEAL 
It is comforting to note that 
there were among our group，men 
and women who were devoted to 
an ideal and a dream., They took a 
Istand and fought for what they 
|ftelt was Tight，just and moral.

One might wonder why this 
latest rendition was neceSsary 
Since the history of the JACL was 
alreasdy published under the title 
Niseit，the Outiet Ammerica7l5 
(1969) and rehashed in 开 ast 如 
A7merica (1980). 

COMPELLED 

In fact, vast portions of the text 
are taken verbatim from the 
Brevious two works，The author 
seems compelled to tell the same 
tale over and over，as 让 endless 
repetition is the only way to get 
peopleto believe him ， 

Before World War II, the JACL 
was a young, ineffective organiza- 
tion of little consequence. During 
the war，they ascended through 
the sponsorship of the govern- 
ment，And after the war，they 
achieved a solid record of accom- 
plishments， 

Thus，JACL activities before or 
after the war do not arouse much 
passion,. It is their conduct during 
the war which caused blood 
pressure to Trise， 

SIMPLISTIC 

There were unavoidable，prac- 
tical reasons for submitting to the 
incarceration (in which the US 
government interned over 110,000 
Japanese Americans in remote 
cdimps during World War II solely 
on the basis of their Japanese 


background). 
The alternatives，however， 
were _not as simplistic ”as 


Hosokawa suggests.

There are degrees of coopera- 
tion; and the controversy is not 
Over cooperation per se, but rather 
the zealousness with which the 
JAGL acted: 

DEFICIENCY 

The biggest deficiency in this 
book is Hosokawa's failure to take 
into account the resujlts of recent 
research, He discusses thie plight of 
individuals who sought judicial 
review but does not indicate how 
the JACL interacted with these 
eftorts， 

Other writers have 将 
documented the vehement and 
active opposition of the JACL to 
test cases， For example，a Naval 
Intelligence report shows that the 
JACL took it upon themselves to 
crush a budding legal defense 
committee at the Minidoka Con- 
centration Camp， 

Hosokawa covers the beatings 
suffered by' JACL leaders at the 
hands of fellow inmates，btit he 
ignores the causes for such 
violence. Some of the unmen- 
tioned causes included : 

(1) complaints about deplorable 
camp conditions which led to the 
demonstrations in the first place; 

(2) deep resentments against 
certain JACL leaders forbecoming 
informers ; 

(3) animosities created by the 
presumptuousness of a small， 
Unrepresentative group requesting 
armilitary draft for the inmates; 

(4) bitterness fostered .by the 
ability of JACL leaders to leave 
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the camps 一 almost at will 一 
while everyone else remained 
Prisoners， 

CRUCIAE 

Scholars familiar with the 
records at the National Archives: 
know that the JACL sent reams of 
TIeports and Tecommendations to 
the camp administration , 
Whether or _ not such action 
amounted to collaboration is open 
to interpretation，but Hosokawa 
appears to be unaware of this 
crucial evidence. 

It also appears that he did not 
bother to read the minutes of the 
emergency JACL meeting of 
March 1942，because contained 
therein is a dumbfounding resolu- 
tion urging the government to use

There is no doubtthattheJACL 
played a major role in the 
development of Japanese Ameri-

In rescinding 正 xecutive Order 
9066， which had authorized the 
imprisonment of Japanese Ameri- 
cans， 了 President Gerald Ford 
stated, “an honest reckoning， 
however，must include a Tecog- 
nition of our. . .mistakes as well as
